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The Hour is reliably informed that Tracy Phillips, a recent 
arrival in Canada from England and a contact man for the appeasement 
group in Great Britain, is now in touch with Luke Myshuha, editor of 
the pro-Nazi Ukrainian-American newspaper Svobodae The paper was re~ . 
cently banned by the Canadian Government consquent to exposes appearing 
originally in this newsletter (see The Hour for, December 14). 


Myshuha went to Canada to meet Phillips and hopes that through 
vd the latter the Canadians can be persuaded to lift the ban on Svoboda. 
This is the same Luke Myshuha who last year traveled to Germany and de-~ 
livered talks there over the Nazi radio networks. 


Trace Phillips visit to Canada was preceded by that of an 
Ukrainian agent, Kisselevsky, who formerly ran the fascistic Ukrainian 
Press Bureau in Londone Kisselevsky spread the news of the approaching 
visit of Phillips, whom he described as an “emmissary of Lord Halifax." 
Immediately, Ukrainian fascists in Canada and in the United States began 
heralding the visit of Mr. Phillips, the former "Member of Parliament." 


Mr. Phillips' Activities in Canada 


When Mr. Phillips arrived in Canada, he set about reorganizing 
the activities of the UNO, which is the Canadian replica of the T. S.ODWU 
(pro-Nazi Organization for the Rebirth of the Ukraine). Mr. Phillips 
succeeded in forming a league of Ukrainian fascist groups and in unify~ 
ing the work of the UNO and the Hetman. This accomplishment was hailed 
in Svobodae All of Mre Phillips! doings have received similar publicity 
in the fascistic wing of the Ukrianian-American presse Nash Styah, the 
official publication of the Hetman, and Ukraine, the OD paper, are 
full of praise for Mr. Phillips and carry detailed reports of his "lec- 
tures" in Canada. 


The dealings of this Britisher with the UNO and the ODNU seem 
extraordinary at this time. For, as The Hour has revealed, both these 
organizations have long been under Nazi influence and have had the clos- 
est of contacts with the Provid (Ukrainian fascist headquarters in Ber= 
lin) -- which operates under the direction of the Intelligence Depart- 
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of the German War Office. Weterial establishing this reletionship is at 
present in the hands of the federal authorities in Washington.

The December 16 issue of Father Coughlin's Social Justice re- 
joices over the recent acquittal of Captain John T. Prout by an United 
States court-martial proceedings.

4s The Hour related on November 2, this hobby had unfortunate 
consequences Tor de Aryan in the case of a strike at an upholstery shop in 
San Diego. De Aryen provoked a fight with one of the picketse The picket 
administered a beating to the fascist editor. 


Last week de Aryan began"picketing"the line of union members 
marching before the San Diego Hotel, which is being picketed by the AFL 
Cooks, Waiters, and Helpers Unione De Aryan, who carried a placard ridieg 
culing the unionists, omce again made the misteke of getting imto a fight 
with one of the pickets. And again de Aryan got yery much the worse of 
the fraces.

Lecturing in the United States is a gentleman by the name of 

Captain Patrick Smith, who claims to be “Americets best authority on Asia" 
and who travels about the comtry giving rabidly prosJapanese talks before 

and other clubse In a circular advertising his talks, Captain Smith 
states that he is a native of Glesgow, Scotland, an ex-colons] in the Brit- 
ish Army, and a Fellow of the Royal Geargraphical Society, London, His 
subjects listed under the heading of "Timely Talks om Asia," includes "The 
Heart of Japan (beautifully illustrated)," "Feasts and Festivals of Old 
Japan," and "China Recovery." 


Captain Smith does not happen to be registered with the State De- 
partment as « Japanese agent. Nevertheless, om his frequent visits to the 
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Far East he is received with marked curtesy by officials of the Japanese 
Government, who periodically permit him to bring to the United States from 
Tokyo quantities of new film and lecture material. 


Claims vse Facts 


According to the circular publicizing his lectures, "Captain 
Smith ees is Far East Newsereel Cameraman for Pathe News, is Far East Cor- 
respondent for the New York Daily Mirror, is Far East Editor of Globe Mag- 
azine, is Far East Broadcaster for the Mutual Broadcasting System eee” 


The Hour can offer the following information concerning the above 
claimse Captain Smith has no authority to use the name of Pathe News in 
his advertising material; his sole contact with this organization was seq= 
curing from it a roll of film previous to his last trip to the Orient. 

The city editor of the New York Daily Mirror, when asked if he knew Captain 
Smith, replied, "We've never heard ot him around here." Officials at the 
Mutual Broadcasting Company deny he represents them in any way in the Far 
East. Globe magazine has for some time been out of existence. 


The Captain's lecture circular also states that "During the past 
three years Captain Smith has traveled 5,000 miles in China keeping this 
stirring lecture material up to the minute.” But the authorities at Chung- 
king, in answer to an inquiry as to whether Captain Smith was known tothem, 
have declared, "Captain Patrick Smith has never set foot in free China as 
far as we knowe" Apparently the Captain's "traveling in Chine” is restric- 
ted to touring the conquered territories, under the benevolent guidance of 
the Japaneses 


Another Donald Bate? 


The case of Captain Patrick Smith may well prove to be a replica 
of that of Mr. Donald Bate. Mr. Bate is the lecturer who has talked before 
distinguished American audiences on Far Eastern problems, such as “Avoidi 
Offense to Japan" and "Withdrawal of American Interests From the Far East. 
Until recently, he claimed to be a dispassionate observer of current his~ 
tory in Asiae He said he viewed the Chinese side of the problem with the 
same impartial interest that he studied the Japaneses and, as proof, he 
would describe in sympathetic detail the interview granted him by Madame 
Chiang Kai-Chek. 


Some one went to the trouble of writing Madame Chiang Kai-Chek, 
who said that she had never seen or heard of Donald Batee Later, under 
pressure, Mr. Bate registered’ with the Department of State as being employed 
“for occasional work by the Japanese Chamber of Commerce of New Yorke"
